and discharge of seamen. 
The bill refer.-: 


to so much of the lioviso.il Statutes as 
provides for Ihe payment "f three months' 
evlra wages to seamen when discharged 


in a foreign port; and, in lion thereof, 
provides that, under the. application of such 


Vork nm\ 
discharged .seamen, the master shall find 
adequate, employment for him on board 
of some other ship bound to the nort at 
which he was originally shipped or to 
soiiie other port mutually agreed upon, 
or furnish means for sending back the 
sailors discharged to their homes. 
The 


committee says that the law providing for 
the 
payment 
of three months' extra 


wages to seamen when discharged in for- 
eign parts was enacted in ISOli, when a 
large proportion of our sailors were Amer- 
ican citi/.ens. and facilities for return from 
a foreign country were ditticult and expen- 
sive. 
Sailors now employed in Amer- 


ican vessels are largely foreigners, and 
the provision for three months' additional 
pay after discharge from the ship bus be- 
come a temptation or reward for insubor- 
dination or disagreement between master 
and crew, for the purpose of effecting a 
discharge. 
The custom, which was for- 


merly in the interest of tho seamen, 1ms 
come to be of very little advantage to 
them and a great burden upon the ship- 
ping interest, one of OH many obstacles 
that load down and embarrass our mer- 
chant marine.
